About this season of the year the young 
and old of many portions of Canada realize 
that sugar season is at hand and the long 
looked for picnic is within their grasp. ‘The 
butternuts have nearly all been cracked, a 
good portion of the cider has filed its mis- 
sion, although there is always @ reservation 
made for haying. But to “sugar.” In this, 
like all others, things are not as they used 
tobe. An age ago the farmer and his beys, 
in the fall of the year when the harvest was 
ended, would tobe their axes and hie to 
some hard-wooded locality well stocked 
with maples and lay out for a spring cam- 
paign.

The sap, entering at the 
head of the arch, meanders across the pan a 
dozen times or so, and on reaching the toot a 
heavy, clear, and pure syrup is produced. 
This is carefully set aside until ** sugaring- 
off day ” comes, when it is cooked still more 
and is ready for the tub or eaking.
